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Introduction 

The HP LaserJet MFP Analog Fax Accessory 300 enables the 
HP multifunction product (MFP) to function as a standalone analog 
fax machine. 

This guide describes the fax functions of this product and can help 
you complete the following tasks: 

• Install/replace the fax accessory in the MFP 

• Perform initial setup configuration 

• Send faxes 

• Configure fax settings 

• Set advanced fax features 

• Access fax logs and reports 

• Troubleshoot problems 

In addition, this guide provides information on product specifications 
and regulatory information. 

Note In addition to the analog fax feature, the MFP also supports LAN faxing. 

LAN faxing is managed by the HP MFP Digital Sending Software 
Configuration Utility which is a separate product and is not covered in 
this document. For information about LAN faxing, see the HP MFP 
Digital Sending Software User Guide or the HP MFP Digital Sending 
Software Support Guide. If both the analog fax accessory and the LAN 
fax are installed, only one fax can be enabled at a time. 

You should save this guide so that you can refer back to instructions 
on specific fax features. 



Note If the MFP did not come with the fax accessory installed, you need to 

install it as described in this chapter. 
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Note If the MFP came with the fax accessory installed, you need to remove 

the fax connection cover, connect the phone cord, and then perform 
the initial fax configuration that is also described in this chapter. The 
fax connection cover is located on the phone connector on the formatter 
rear panel.

Installing the fax accessory

Select the procedure for your MFP. 

The HP LaserJet MFP Analog Fax Accessory 300 is also supported 
in the HP LaserJet 9500mfp, however, the fax accessory is 
pre-installed in the HP LaserJet 9500mfp. For information about 
installing or replacing the fax accessory in the HP LaserJet 9500mfp, 
refer to the HP LaserJet 9500mfp User Guide. 
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Installing/replacing the fax accessory in the 
HP LaserJet 9040/9050mfp 

This procedure provides information on how to install or replace the 
fax card in the HP LaserJet 9040/9050mfp. 



Note If you purchased the MFP with the fax accessory installed, you do not 

need to perform this hardware installation; however, you will need to 
connect the phone cord as described in steps 1 0 and 1 1 of this 
procedure and you will also need to make the required configuration 
settings. See "Making required fax settings" on page 21 . 

The fax accessory card is installed on the MFP formatter board which 
must be removed to install the fax card. To install or to replace an 
existing fax card, complete the following steps. 

1 Unpack the fax card from the box. Do not remove the fax card 
from its antistatic pouch. 

2 Set the MFP's power switch to off and disconnect the AC power 
cord. 

3 Locate the formatter board. The formatter board is attached to a 
sheet-metal plate (1) located on the left side of the MFP towards 
the back, see Figure 1-2.

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4 Disconnect all the cables (2) from the formatter (1 ), see Figure 1 -3. 
Remember where the cables are removed from to ensure that you 
reinstall them in the same locations. 



Note If this is the first time the fax is installed, remove the small cover over 

the opening for the phone jack on the rear panel of the formatter before 
inserting the fax card into the formatter. 

The formatter board contains parts that are sensitive to electrostatic 
discharge (ESD). When handling the formatter board, use static 
protection, such as a grounding wrist strap connected to the metal 
frame of the MFP or hold the metal frame with your hand. Also, avoid 
touching the components on the board. 

5 Loosen two captive thumb-screws (3) at the top and bottom of the 
formatter plate, see Figure 1-3, and pull the formatter plate and 
board (1 ) out of the MFP. Set the formatter board on a flat, 
non-conductive surface.

The connector on the formatter board is 
labeled "FAX ACCESSORY." When inserting the card into the 
connector, the ends of the card should slide into the two board 
guides (3) and "snap" into place when it is fully seated in the 
connector. 

Verify that the accessory is securely seated. The phone 
connector on the fax card should be aligned with the opening in 
the back of the formatter cage.

Note When connecting the fax card to a phone line, ensure that the phone 

line being used is a dedicated, single-channel analog line that is not 
used by any other devices. This line should be an analog line because 
the fax will not function correctly if connected to some digital PBX 
systems. If you are unsure of what type of line you have, contact your 
telecom provider. Also, HP recommends using the phone cord that 
comes with the fax accessory to ensure the accessory functions 
correctly. 



WARNING! The phone wall jack is electrified and you might receive an electric 
shock if you touch the wall jack. When installing the phone cable, do 
not touch the wall phone jack or, if you connect the phone cable into 
the wall phone jack first, do not touch the wires on the phone cable 
connector at other end. 



10 Connect the phone cord connector (1 ) into the FAX connector (2) 
on the formatter plate, see Figure 1-6.

Note The LAN connector and the phone cord connector are similar. Ensure 

that you connect the LAN cable plug (3) into the LAN connector and 
the phone cord connector (1 ) into the FAX connector (2). Note that the 
LAN connector is wider than the phone connector.

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Installing/replacing the fax accessory in the 
HP LaserJet 4345mfp 

This procedure provides information on how to install the fax card in 
the HP LaserJet 4345mfp. 

The fax card is installed on the MFP formatter board, which is 
accessed by removing a MFP side panel. To install the fax card, 
complete the following steps. 

1 Unpack the fax card from the box, but do not remove it from its 
antistatic pouch. 

2 Set the MFP's power switch to off and disconnect the AC power 
cord. 

3 Locate the formatter board (1 ) on the back of the printer, see 
Figure 1-7. 

4 To access the formatter board, locate the removable cover (2) on 
the side of the MFP, see Figure 1 -7. 

5 Remove the side cover by placing your fingers in the cover's 
indented area (2) and pulling, to slide it back and remove it from 
the printer. 



Note You do not need to remove any cables from the formatter for this

The HP Color LaserJet 4730x, 4730xs, and 
4730xm mfp models come with an Analog Fax Accessory 300 already 
installed. Windows users can also install the optional HP Digital 
Sending Software (DSS), which provides digital faxing services. 

Use this procedure to install the analog fax accessory for the 
HP LaserJet 4730mfp if it is not already installed.

If this 
occurs, the fax accessory needs to be configured, see "Making 
required fax settings" on page 21 .

Note For the HP LaserJet 4730mfp, a Fax Configuration Wizard is available 

to guide you through the steps to make the required fax settings. For 
more information, see "Fax Configuration Wizard for the 
HP LaserJet 4730mfp" on page 21 . 

Once the fax accessory is installed, you must make certain settings 
before you can use the accessory. If these settings are not made, the 
fax icon is displayed, grayed-out with Not Configured written across 
it. These settings include: 

• Date and time 

• Location (country/region) 

• Fax header (phone number and company name) 

This information is used in the fax header, which is printed on all 
outgoing faxes. 

Note The fax accessory, when first installed, may read some of these settings 

from the MFP, thus, a value may already be set. You should check the 
values to verify that they are set and correct. 



Note In the U.S. and many other countries/regions, setting the date, time, 

location, phone number, and company name is a legal requirement for 
fax. 

Fax Configuration Wizard for the 
HP LaserJet 4730mfp 

The Fax Configuration Wizard guides users through a step-by-step 
procedure to configure fax settings that are required to use the fax 
feature on the HP LaserJet 4730mfp. If the settings are not 
configured, the fax feature is disabled. The following is a list of fax 
settings that are configured using the wizard: 

• Date, time, and time zone 

• Location (country/region) 

• Fax phone number 

• Company name 

This information is used in the fax header, which is printed on all 
outgoing faxes. 

If you do not want to include information for one of the settings, click 
Back or Cancel. The wizard then goes to the next screen. For 
example, if you do not want to include the company name on the 
outgoing faxes, select Cancel. 
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The wizard starts when the device is turned on. You can choose to 
use the wizard or exit the wizard to configure the settings at a later 
date. If you choose to configure the fax settings later, you can select 
the FAX icon and the wizard will open. 



Note The settings configured using the wizard on the control panel override 

any settings made in the embedded Web server. 



Accessing fax settings menu 

The required fax settings are set using the fax settings menu. The fax 
menu is accessed from the MFP control panel Menu button, see 
Figure 1-26, "MFP control panel." 



Note If the fax menu settings do not appear in the menu listing, LAN fax may 

be enabled. When LAN fax is enabled, the analog fax accessory is 
disabled and the fax menu does not display. Only one fax feature, either 
LAN fax or analog fax, can be enabled at a time. The fax icon displays 
for either fax feature. If you wish to use analog fax when LAN fax is 
enabled, use the HP MFP Digital Sending Software Configuration 
Utility to disable LAN fax.

To set or verify the date and time 

The date and time setting for the fax accessory is the same value as 
the MFP date and time setting. If this is the first time you are powering 
up the MFP, you will prompted for this information. 

To verify or change the date and time settings, complete the following 
steps. 
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1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Touch FAX SETUP REQUIRED to display the required settings 
menu. 

4 Touch DATE/TIME to display the settings. 

5 Select the date format and then enter the date. 

6 Select the time format and then enter the time. 

7 Touch OK to accept the settings. 

To set the location 

The location setting identifies the country/region where the MFP/fax 
accessory is located. This setting also sets the date/time format 
and minimum/maximum rings-to-answer range for the country/region. 
Because this setting is a legal requirement in some countries/regions, 
it must be set for the fax accessory to operate. If this is the first time 
you are powering up the printer, you will be prompted for this 
information. 

When configuring the required fax settings for the location setting, 
some countries/regions are supported, but do not have an entry in the 
location setting menu list. These additional countries/regions can be 
supported by selecting another, alternate country/region from the 
location settings list. The following table lists additional supported 
countries/regions and an acceptable alternate country/region to 
select to support that country/region.

The Fax feature screen is used to send faxes. To access this screen, 
press the Fax icon displayed on the MFP Home screen, see Figure 
1-26, "MFP control panel" on page 22. 

The main fax screen for the HP LaserJet 9040/9050mfp and 
HP LaserJet 9500mfp products is slightly different than the main fax 
screen for the HP LaserJet 4345mfp and the HP LaserJet 4730mfp, 
as shown in the following two figures.

While sending and receiving faxes, status information will display in 
the status bar located at the top of some touch screens. This status 
includes such information as: Ready, Receiving call, Page sent, 
and others. 
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Sending faxes 



To send a fax, you can use one of three basic methods to enter 
numbers: 

• Enter number(s) manually. 

• Enter number(s) using speed dial. 

• Enter number(s) using the phone book (available only if HP MFP 
Digital Sending Software Configuration Utility is installed and the 
phone book has been populated). 

Note For on-line information about sending a fax, touch ? on the screen to 

access the help menu, and then touch Send a fax under the list of help 
topics. 

When entering a phone number from the numeric keypad, include 
any pauses or other numbers, such as area codes, access codes for 
numbers outside a PBX system (usually a 9 or 0), or a long-distance 
prefix. A two second pause may be included by typing a comma (,). 
If the fax prefix setting has been set to automatically include the 
dialing prefix, you will not need to enter it, see "Setting a dialing 
prefix" on page 53. 



Note When a fax is sent, it is first scanned and stored into memory. After the 

entire document is stored, it is sent and then deleted from memory. 
Faxes that fail to send, because the number was busy or did not answer, 
are deleted from memory. If Redial-On-Busy or Redial-On-No-Answer 
are set, the fax will not be deleted until all retries fail or the fax is sent 
successfully.

Canceling a fax 



To cancel the current fax transmission 

The Cancel Current Transmission menu item only appears if an 
outgoing fax call is in progress. 

Note The cancel operation may require up to 30 seconds to complete. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu.

3 Touch CANCEL CURRENT TRANSMISSION to cancel the fax.

To cancel all pending faxes 

This deletes all outgoing faxes stored in memory. However, if a fax is 
in the process of being transmitted, that fax is not deleted and will 
be sent. 



Note If other outgoing faxes are waiting in memory, they will also be deleted.

Changing the sharpness setting 

The Sharpness setting specifies the sharpness that the scanner uses 
when the MFP scans your original. Sharpness enhances the edges of 
the original so that faint or fine text and graphics are reproduced more 
sharply. Increasing sharpness increases resolution which also 
increases transmission time. 

To change the sharpness setting, perform the following steps.

If you are faxing a document that is printed on colored paper, you can 
enhance your fax copy quality by removing the background that might 
cause your fax copy to streak or blur.

When the fax accessory receives incoming faxes, it stores them in 
memory before printing. Once the entire fax is stored, it is printed 
and then deleted from memory. Faxes print when received, unless 
Schedule Printing of Faxes is enabled. If Schedule Printing of Faxes 
is enabled, all incoming faxes are stored in memory and not printed. 
When Schedule Printing of Faxes is disabled, all stored faxes print.

Introduction 



This chapter describes the configuration settings for the MFP fax 
accessory that you access through the fax menu on the control panel. 
In addition to the control panel, you can access these settings 
through remote configuration tools, as described below. 



Note The following fax settings are described in Chapter 1 and are not 

included here. For information about these settings, see Chapter 1 . 

- Canceling faxes 

- Setting the date and time 

- Setting the location 

- Setting the header 

Remote fax configuration 

In addition to the MFP control panel, you can configure the fax 
accessory remotely using various software tools. Because the MFP 
contains an embedded Web server (EWS), you can configure the fax 
accessory across the Web using either a Web browser or HP Web 
Jetadmin (WJA). In addition, you can configure the fax accessory 
across the network with a network-connected PC using the HP MFP 
Digital Sending Software Configuration Utility (DSS). These tools 
provide access to most of the fax accessory configuration settings 
available from the MFP fax menu, described in this document.

Note The DSS configuration utility can disable/enable the analog fax feature 

on the MFP. If the analog fax is disabled by the DSS configuration utility 
and then the MFP is detached from the configuration utility, you will not 
see Send to Fax in the EWS or WJA Digital Sending menu. If this 
happens, to enable the analog fax for the MFP, you must use the 
DSS configuration utility. 



Web browser 

As mentioned above, the MFP contains an EWS. The EWS allows 
you to use a Web browser to access and set the analog fax settings, 
described in this chapter. 

To use a Web browser to access the EWS fax setting screens, 
perform the following steps. 

1 Type the IP address of the MFP in the browser URL address bar 
and press return to display the EWS Configure MFP screen. To 
get the IP address of the MFP, print an MFP Configuration page. 



Note If DSS is being used, a message appears on EWS indicating that DSS 

is in control. The only way to change settings is through DSS. 

2 Select the Digital Sending tab. 

3 Select the Send to Fax tab to display the Fax configuration 
settings screen. 

4 On the Fax Settings screen make any changes to the settings 
and select OK to accept the settings. Select Advanced to display 
the Advanced MFP Modem Settings screen for additional fax 
settings. For information about the settings, see the setting 
descriptions in this guide. 

5 After you have made changes to the settings, select OK to accept 
the settings. 

HP Web Jetadmin 

To access the MFP analog fax settings using HP Web Jetadmin, 
perform the following steps. For detailed information on HP Web 
Jetadmin, see the HP Web Jetadmin Reference Manual. 

1 Start HP Web Jetadmin. 

2 In the At a Glance text box, type the IP address of the MFP in the 
Quick Device Find text box, and then select Go to display the 
device status in the right pane. Select Digital Sending and Fax 

from the status drop-down menu in that pane. 
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3 Configure the options in the Fax Settings or the Advanced Fax 

Settings sections. For information about a specific setting, select 
the context help next to the setting. 

4 After you have made changes to the settings, select Apply to 
accept the settings. 

In addition to configuring a single MFP, you can also perform multiple 
device configuration. Multiple device mode configures several MFPs 
at once. For information on this feature, see the HP Web Jetadmin 
Reference Manual. 

HP MFP Digital Sending Software Configuration 
Utility 

To access the analog MFP fax settings using the DSS configuration 
utility, perform the following steps. 

1 Start the utility (on the PC or server) to display the main screen. 

2 Select the MFP and click the Configure MFP button from the 
main screen, and then select the Send to Fax tab to display the 
Fax Settings screen. 

3 To enable the fax capabilities on the MFP, check Enable Send to 
Fax. To access Analog Fax settings, select directly from the 
mfp's internal modem from the Send Faxes... drop-down list. 
On the Fax Settings screen make any changes to the settings 
and select OK to accept the settings. Select Advanced to display 
the Advanced MFP Modem Settings screen for additional fax 
settings. 

For information about these settings, see the setting descriptions 
in this guide. 

4 After you have made changes to the settings, select OK to accept 
the settings. 

In addition to configuring a single MFP, you can also configure 
multiple devices. For more information on the HP MFP Digital 
Sending Software Configuration Utility, see the HP MFP Digital 
Sending Software User Guide or the HP MFP Digital Sending 
Software Support Guide. 

Depending on the capabilities and settings of your fax method, some 
of these options may not be available or configurable. 
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Setting the modem volume 



To set the modem volume, perform the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Touch FAX SETUP OPTIONAL to display the optional 
settings menu. 

4 Touch MODEM VOLUME to display the volume settings. 

5 Touch OFF, MEDIUM (default), or LOUD to set the volume. 

Setting the ringer volume 

To set the ringer volume, perform the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Touch FAX SETUP OPTIONAL to display the optional 
setup items. 

4 Touch RINGER VOLUME to display the settings. 

5 Touch OFF, MEDIUM (default), or LOUD to change the volume. 

Setting error correction mode 

Normally, the fax accessory monitors the signals on the telephone 
line while it is sending or receiving a fax. If the fax accessory detects 
an error during the transmission and the error correction setting is on, 
the fax accessory can request that the error portion of the fax be sent 
again. 

You should turn off error correction only if you are having trouble 
sending or receiving a fax and if you are willing to accept the errors in 
the transmission. Turning off the setting might be useful when you are 
trying to send a fax overseas or receive one from overseas, or if you 
are using a satellite telephone connection. 

To enable or disable error correction mode, perform the following 
steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 
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3 Touch FAX SETUP OPTIONAL to display the optional 
setup items. 

4 Touch ERROR CORRECTION MODE to display the settings. 

5 Touch ON (default) to enable error correction mode, or touch OFF 
to disable correction mode. 

Setting JBIG compression mode 

Enabling JBIG compression can reduce phone call charges by 
reducing fax transmission time and is, therefore, the preferred setting. 
However, JBIG may cause compatibility problems when 
communicating with some older fax machines, in which case you 
may need to disable it. 



Note JBIG compression only works when both the sending and receiving 

machines have JBIG compression. 

To enable or disable JBIG compression, perform the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Touch FAX SETUP OPTIONAL to display the optional setup 
items. 

4 Touch JBIG COMPRESSION to display the settings. 

5 Touch ON (default) to enable JBIG compression, or touch OFF to 
disable JBIG compression. 



Setting outgoing fax resolution 



The outgoing fax resolution setting determines the maximum 
resolution supported by the receiving fax. The fax accessory uses 
the highest possible resolution, limited by this setting, and the 
maximum resolution of the receiving fax. 



Note Faxes wider than 21 .25 cm (8.5 inches), will automatically be sent using 

standard or fine, to reduce phone time. 

To set the resolution, perform the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX SEND. 
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4 Touch DEFAULT RESOLUTION to display the resolution settings. 

5 Touch STANDARD (200 x 1 00 dpi, default), FINE (200 x 200 dpi), 
or SUPERFINE (300 x 300 dpi) to select the resolution. 



Note The default resolution setting is a lower dpi than previous MFP model 

default resolutions settings. For example, previous MFP models had a 
default resolution of FINE (200 x 200 dpi). 



Note The higher the resolution, the longer the transmission time required. 



Setting the overlay header (outgoing faxes) 

The overlay header consists of the date, time, company name, phone 
number, and page number and is printed at the top of the page on 
outgoing faxes. This setting determines whether the header is 
appended to the top of the page or is printed as an overlay. If the 
header is appended to the top of a page, it moves page data down 
which can result in data at the bottom of a page being pushed to 
another page, possibly printing an additional page. If the header is 
printed as an overlay, it does not push any page data, but may print 
over data at the top of the page. 



Note When fax forwarding is enabled, the overlay header is always appended 

to the top of the page, even if overlay is enabled. 

To select how the header is printed, perform the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX SEND. 

4 Touch OVERLAY HEADER to display the header settings. 

5 Touch YES to print the header as an overlay, or touch NO 
(default) to append the header to the top of the page. 
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Setting dialing mode 



The dialing mode setting sets the type of dialing used, either tone 
(touch-tone phones) or pulse (rotary-dial phones). 

To set dialing mode, perform the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX SEND. Use the down arrow key to 
scroll to DIALING MODE. 

4 Touch DIALING MODE to display the dialing mode settings. 

5 Touch TONE (default) to set the fax for tone dialing, or touch 
PULSE to set the fax for pulse dialing. 

Setting redial rules 

To set redial-on-busy 

The redial-on-busy setting selects the number of times (0 through 9) 
the fax accessory redials a number when it is busy. The interval 
between retries is set by the Redial Interval setting. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX SEND. 

4 Touch REDIAL ON BUSY to display the redial-on-busy setting 
screen. 

5 Use the up and down arrows to select the number (default=3), 
and then touch OK. 

To set redial-on-no-answer 

The redial-on-no-answer setting selects the number of times the fax 
accessory redials if the number dialed does not answer. The number 
of retries is either 0 to 1 (used in the U.S.) or 0 to 2, depending on the 
country/region setting. The interval between retries is set by the redial 
interval setting. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 
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3 Scroll down and touch FAX SEND. 

4 Scroll down and touch REDIAL ON NO ANSWER to display the 
setting screen. 

5 Use the up and down arrows to select the number (default=0), 
and then touch OK. 

To set redial interval 

The redial interval setting selects the number of minutes between 
retries if the number dialed is busy or not answering. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX SEND. 

4 Scroll down and touch REDIAL INTERVAL to display the setting 
screen. 

5 Use the up and down arrows to select the number (1 through 
5 minutes; default=5), and then touch OK. 

Note You may observe a redial message on the control panel when both the 

Redial-on-Busy and Redial-on-No-Answer settings are set to off. 
This occurs when the fax accessory dials a number, establishes a 
connection, and then loses the connection. As a result of this error 
condition, the fax accessory performs two automatic redial attempts 
regardless of the redial settings (the first one at 26,400 bps and, if that 
fails, a second one at 1 4,400 bps). During this redial operation, the fax 
accessory displays a message on the control panel that indicates that 
a redial is in progress. 

Setting dial tone detection 

The detect dial tone setting determines whether the fax checks for a 
dial tone before sending a fax. 

To enable or disable dial tone detection, perform the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX SEND. 

4 Scroll down and touch DETECT DIAL TONE to display the detect 
dial tone settings. 
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5 Touch OFF (default) to disable dial tone detection, or touch ON to 
enable dial tone detection. 

Setting a dialing prefix 

The dialing prefix setting allows you to enter a prefix number (such as 
a "9" to access an outside line) when dialing. This prefix number is 
automatically added to all phone numbers when dialed. 

To set a dialing prefix, perform the following steps. 

Note You may need a pause between the prefix and the phone number. To 

insert a two second pause, enter a comma (,). 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX SEND. 

4 Scroll down and touch DIAL PREFIX to display the prefix 
settings. 

5 Touch OFF (default) to disable dialing prefix, or touch CUSTOM 
to display the keyboard, and type a prefix. 

6 Type the prefix number(s), and then touch OK. 

Setting billing codes 

The billing code setting, when enabled, prompts the user to enter a 
number when sending a fax. This number is placed in the billing code 
report. To view the billing code report, you can either print the report, 
see "Printing the billing code report" on page 67, or query it using an 
application. 

To set billing codes, perform the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX SEND to display the Fax Send 
settings. 

4 Scroll down and touch BILLING CODE to display the billing code 
settings. 
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5 Touch CUSTOM to display the billing code screen. Use the up 
and down arrows to select the minimum number of digits you 
want in the billing code, and then touch OK to enable billing 
codes. To disable billing codes, touch OFF (default). 

Setting rings-to-answer 

The rings-to-answer setting determines the number of times the 
phone rings before the call is answered by the fax accessory. 

To set the number of rings-to-answer, perform the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 

4 Touch RINGS TO ANSWER to display the rings-to-answer 
screen. 

5 Use the up and down arrows to select the number of rings, and 
then touch OK. 



Note The default setting range for rings-to-answer is country/region specific. 

Stamp received faxes (incoming faxes) 

The stamp received faxes setting enables or disables stamping 
incoming faxes. The stamp prints the date, time, phone number 
and page number, on each incoming page. 

To enable or disable stamp, perform the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE to display the Fax Receive 
setting. 

4 Scroll down and touch STAMP RECEIVED FAXES to display the 
settings. 

5 Touch NO (default) to disable the stamp, or touch YES to enable 
the stamp. 
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Setting Fit-to-page 



When selecting a page size to print a fax, the MFP determines the 
closest page size that matches the intended size from sizes available 
in the MFP. If the fit-to-page setting is enabled and the received image 
is larger than that page size, the MFP attempts to scale the image to 
fit the page. If this setting is disabled, an incoming image larger than 
the page, splits across pages. 

To enable or disable fit-to-page, perform the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 

4 Touch FIT TO PAGE to display the fit-to-page settings. 

5 Touch ON to enable fit-to-page, or touch OFF (default) to disable 
fit-to-page. 

Setting paper tray 

The paper tray setting selects the MFP paper tray to pull paper from 
for printing faxes. 

To select the paper tray, perform the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 

4 Touch FAX PAPER TRAY to display the settings screen. 

5 Use the up and down arrows to select the number for the tray 
(default=0), and then touch OK. 

Setting the destination bin 

The destination bin setting specifies the MFP output bin to receive the 
printed fax. 

To set the destination bin, perform the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 
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4 Scroll down and touch FAX DESTINATION BIN to display the 
settings screen. 

5 Use the up and down arrows to select the number of the bin 
(default=0), and then touch OK. 

Blocking incoming faxes 

The fax block list setting allows you to create a list of phone numbers 
that, when a fax is received from a blocked phone number, the fax 
does not print and is immediately deleted from memory. 



Note Only numbers can be entered into the fax block list. Do not use dashes 

or spaces. If a fax is sent from a blocked phone number and the sender 
uses a dash or a space in the number, the fax will not be blocked. 

To create a blocked-fax list 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 

4 Scroll down and touch BLOCKED FAX LIST to display the 
blocked fax menu. 

5 Touch ADD BLOCKED NUMBER to display the keyboard. 

6 Type a number and touch OK. 

7 To add additional numbers, repeat steps 5 and 6. 

To remove numbers from the blocked-fax list 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 

4 Touch BLOCKED FAX LIST to display the blocked fax menu. 

5 Touch REMOVE BLOCKED NUMBER to display the list of 
blocked phone numbers. 

6 Scroll through the numbers to highlight one you wish to remove, 
and then touch the phone number to remove it. Repeat this step 
for any numbers you want to remove. 

7 Touch OK to exit. 
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To clear all numbers from the blocked-fax list 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 

4 Scroll down and touch BLOCKED FAX LIST to display the 
blocked fax list menu. 

5 Touch CLEAR ALL BLOCKED NUMBERS to display the settings 
screen. 

6 Touch YES to clear all numbers from the list, or touch NO to exit 
and retain the numbers. 
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Faxing (advanced) 



This chapter describes the advanced fax settings. Access to these 
settings is from the Fax menu, under the MFP control panel menus. 

Advanced fax settings include: 

• Changing your personal identification number (PIN) 

• Fax forwarding 

• Scheduling fax printing (memory lock) 

• Polling another fax 

Secure settings 

Two settings, fax forwarding and fax printing, are secure features and 
require a PIN. The first time you access either setting, you will be 
required to create a PIN. Once that PIN is created, it is used to 
access both features. That is, a PIN that has been created for fax 
forwarding is used to access fax printing, or, if the PIN was first 
created for fax printing, it must be used to access fax forwarding. Only 
one PIN can be created to access these secure settings. 

If fax call report is enabled with thumbnails, a report will still print with 
a thumbnail of the first page of the fax, when fax printing or fax 
forwarding is enabled. If you wish secure fax printing, disable printing 
the thumbnail on the fax call report. 

Changing your PIN 

This procedure describes how to change your existing PIN. 

Note Always save your PIN in a secure place. If you lose your PIN, you must 

contact HP Service Support for information on how to reset the PIN. 
For more information, see "Customer Support" on page 80. 

To change your PIN, complete the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 
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3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 

4 Scroll down and touch FORWARD FAX or FAX PRINTING to 

display the settings screen. 

5 Touch CHANGE PIN to display the PIN screen. 

6 Using the keypad, type the PIN (at least four digits), and then 
touch OK to display the CHANGE PIN screen. 

7 Type a new PIN using the keyboard, then press OK. 

8 Verify the PIN by typing it again, and then touch OK to save the 
new PIN. 

Setting fax forwarding 

The forward fax setting allows you to forward all received faxes to 
another fax number. When forward fax is enabled, the receiving MFP 
prints the fax (if fax printing is disabled, the fax prints when the 
printing is enabled), and also forwards the fax to the fax forward 
number. 



Note If the fax fails to forward to another phone number, the device will not 

attempt to forward the fax again. Also, all faxes will be forwarded in fine 
or standard resolution. 



To set fax forwarding, complete the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 

4 Scroll down and touch FORWARD FAX to display the PIN screen. 

5 Using the keypad, type your PIN (must be at least four digits) and 
touch OK. If you have an existing PIN, the FORWARD TO 
NUMBER screen displays. If a PIN has not been created, you are 
prompted to verify the new PIN by typing it again, and then press 
OK. 



Note Always save your PIN in a secure place. If you loose your PIN, you must 

contact HP Service Support for information on how to reset the PIN. 
For more information, see "Customer Support" on page 80. 

6 Touch FAX FORWARDING to display the FAX FORWARDING 
settings screen. 

7 Touch FORWARD TO NUMBER to display the keyboard. 
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8 Type the fax forward phone number, and then touch OK to enable 
fax forwarding. 

Scheduling fax printing (memory lock) 

Fax printing allows you to specify when faxes print. There are three 
fax printing modes that can be selected. The selections are Store All 
Received Faxes, Print All Received Faxes, or Use Fax Printing 
Schedule. 

If Store All Received Faxes is selected, then all incoming faxes will 
be stored in memory and not printed. It is possible to access fax jobs 
stored in memory using the MFP Retrieve Job menu. Using this 
menu, you can print or delete print jobs while they are stored in 
memory. For additional information about this feature, see the 
Retrieve Job menu description in the MFP user guide. 

If Print All Received Faxes is selected, then all incoming faxes will 
be printed. Any faxes that are currently stored in memory will also be 
printed. 

If Use Fax Printing Schedule is selected, then faxes will be only 
printed per the fax printing schedule. The fax printing schedule can be 
set to lockout an entire day (24 hours) or lockout a time period during 
the day. Only one lockout period can be set, but it can be applied to 
any number of days. The lockout period is setup under the Fax 
Printing menu. For more information, see "To create a fax printing 
schedule" on page 62. 

To enable/disable schedule printing of faxes 

Note Prior to enabling a fax printing schedule, a schedule must be created. 

For more information, see "To create a fax printing schedule" on 
page 62. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 

4 Scroll down and touch FAX PRINTING to display the PIN menu. 

5 Type your PIN (must be at least four digits) and touch OK to 
display the FAX PRINTING menu. If you do not have a PIN, you 
will be prompted to create one. 



Note Always save your PIN in a secure place. If you loose your PIN, you must 

contact HP Service Support for information on how to reset the PIN. 
For more information, see "Customer Support" on page 80. 
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6 Touch FAX PRINTING MODE. 

7 Select a fax printing mode: 

• Touch STORE ALL RECEIVED FAXES to disable printing of 
faxes and store all received faxes to memory. 

• Touch PRINT ALL RECEIVED FAXES to allow all stored faxes 
to print and to print all faxes as received. 

• Touch CREATE FAX PRINTING SCHEDULE to use the fax 

printing schedule to automatically turn on and off the printing 
of faxes. 

8 Touch OK to exit. 



Note Fax printing and fax forwarding use the same PIN. If you have created 

a PIN for fax forwarding, enter that PIN here. 



To create a fax printing schedule 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX RECEIVE. 

4 Scroll down and touch FAX PRINTING to display the PIN menu. 

5 Type your PIN and touch OK to display the FAX PRINTING 

menu. If you do not have a PIN, you will be prompted to create 
one. 

6 Touch CREATE FAX PRINTING SCHEDULE to display the 
schedule settings. 

7 Touch PRINT END TIME to set the scheduled time when faxes 
will not print (begin the lockout period when faxes store to 
memory), select a time, and then touch OK. 

8 Touch PRINT START TIME to set the scheduled time when faxes 
will start printing (end the lockout period when faxes are not 
stored to memory), select a time, and then touch OK. 

9 Touch SCHEDULE DAYS to display the list of days. 

10 Touch a day (MONDAY for example) to display the day lockout 
settings, and then either: 

• Touch STORE ALL FAXES to lockout the day (24 hours), or 

• Touch PRINT FAXES AS SCHEDULED to use the Print End 
Time/Print Start Time schedule for that day. 

Repeat this step for each day you want to schedule. 

11 Touch OK to exit. 
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Initiate polling receive 

If someone else has set up a fax to be polled, you can request the fax 
be sent to your fax.

The fax maintains several logs and reports that are available through 
the menu settings. These logs and reports include: 

• Fax call report 

• Fax activity log 

• Billing code report 

• Blocked fax list report 

• Speed dial list report 

This chapter describes how to access and print the fax logs and 
reports. 

Printing the fax call report (include thumbnail) 

The fax call report is a brief report that indicates the status of the last 
fax that was sent or received. If you want a thumbnail (a 62 percent 
reduction of the first page) of the fax printed on this report, select the 
Thumbnail on Report setting. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch REPORTS to display the reports menu. 

4 Touch FAX CALL REPORT. 

5 If you want a thumbnail of first page of the fax, touch 
THUMBNAIL ON REPORT, and then: 

• Touch YES to include a thumbnail of the first page. 

• Touch NO to disable printing a thumbnail on the report. 

6 Touch PRINT FAX CALL REPORT to print a report for the most 
recent fax transmission. 
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To schedule fax call report printing 

The When To Print Report setting allows you to specify under what 
conditions you want to print the fax call report. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch REPORTS to display the reports menu. 

4 Touch FAX CALL REPORT. 

5 To enable or disable the thumbnail of each fax first page, touch 
THUMBNAIL ON REPORT, and then: 

• Touch YES to include a thumbnail of the first page report. 

• Touch NO to disable printing a thumbnail on the report. 

6 Touch WHEN TO PRINT REPORT, to specify when to print this 
report, and then select the following options: 

• Every fax error 

• Send fax error 

• Receive fax error 

• Every fax 

• Send fax only 

• Never 



Note If you select Never, you will have no printed indication other than the 

touch-screen status bar message, that a fax failed to be transmitted, 
unless you print a fax activity log. 



Printing the fax activity log 

The fax activity log provides a chronological history of most recent 
faxes that were received, sent, or deleted, and any errors that 
occurred. This log includes the following information: 

• Date and time of all faxes received, sent, or failed to send 

• Identification (phone number, if available) 

• Duration (off-hook time) 

• Number of pages 

• Result (successfully sent, pending, or failed to send which 
includes error type and code) 

The database stores the most recent 500 fax entries (older faxes are 
deleted from the log). The database fax entries includes any fax 
session as an entry. For example, a fax session could be a sent fax, 
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received fax, or firmware upgrades. Depending on the activity, there 
may be less than 500 entries in the report (unless you sent 500 faxes 
without any receives or other activity). 

If you wish to use the log for record keeping purposes, you should 
print the log periodically (at least every 500 faxes), see "Printing the 
fax activity log" on page 66, and then clear it, see "Clearing the fax 
activity log and billing code report" on page 68. 

To print the fax activity log, complete the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch REPORTS to display the reports menu. 

4 Touch PRINT FAX ACTIVITY LOG to print the activity log. 

Printing the billing code report 

The billing code report is a list of the most recent 500 faxes that were 
successfully sent, listed by billing code. The following information is 
provided in this report. 

• Billing code number 

• Date and time of all faxes that were successfully sent 

• Identification number 

• Duration (off hook time) 

• Number of pages sent 

• Result (success) 

The database stores the most recent 500 faxes (older faxes are 
deleted from the database). If you wish to use the report for record 
keeping purposes, you should print the report periodically (at least 
every 500 faxes) and then clear it. For more information, see 
"Clearing the fax activity log and billing code report" on page 68. 

To print the billing code report, complete the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch REPORTS to display the reports menu. 

4 Touch PRINT BILLING CODES REPORT to print the report. 
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Clearing the fax activity log and billing code report 



The fax activity log and the billing code report use the same 
database. This setting clears the database and thus, clears both the 
activity log and the billing report data. 

To clear the fax database, complete the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch FAX FUNCTIONS to display the 
functions menu. 

4 Touch CLEAR ACTIVITY LOG. 

5 Touch YES to clear all entries, or touch NO to exit and retain 
the entries. 

Printing the blocked fax list report 

To print the blocked fax list report, complete the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch REPORTS to display the reports menu. 

4 Touch PRINT BLOCKED FAX LIST to print the report. 

Printing the speed dial list report 

A speed dial list report lists the fax numbers assigned to speed 
dial names. 

To print the speed dial list report, complete the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the 
main menu. 

2 Touch FAX to display the fax menu. 

3 Scroll down and touch REPORTS. 

4 Scroll down and touch PRINT SPEED DIAL LIST to print the 
report. 
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Troubleshooting 



Use the information in this chapter to troubleshoot general fax issues. 

Before you can use your fax accessory, you must complete the 
following tasks: 

• Select a location 

• Set the date, time, and fax header 

When the fax accessory is installed for the first time, the settings must 
be entered manually by the administrator using the menus. 



Note In the U.S. and many other countries/regions, setting the date, time, 

and other fax header information is a legal requirement. 

Is your fax set up correctly? 

Use the following checklist to help identify the cause of any fax related 
problems you are encountering: 

• Are you using the phone cord supplied with the fax 
accessory? 

This fax accessory has been tested with the supplied phone cord 
to meet RJ1 1 specifications. Do not substitute another phone 
cord; the analog fax accessory requires an analog phone cord. 
It also requires an analog phone connection. 

• Is the fax/phone line connector seated in the socket on the 
fax accessory? 

Make sure that the phone jack is well seated in the socket. The 
connector should be inserted into the socket until it "clicks." 

• Is the phone wall jack working properly? 

Verify that a dial tone exists by attaching a phone to the wall jack. 
Can you hear a dial tone, and can you make a phone call? 
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What type of phone line are you using? 

• Dedicated line: A standard fax/phone number assigned to 
receive or send faxes. 

• PBX system: A business-environment phone system. Standard 
home phones and the fax accessory use an analog phone signal. 
Some PBX systems are digital and may not be compatible with 
the fax accessory. You need to have access to a standard analog 
phone line to be able to send and receive faxes. 

• Roll-over lines: A phone system feature where a new call "rolls 
over" to the next available line when the first incoming line is busy. 
Try attaching the fax accessory to the first incoming phone line. 
The fax accessory will answer the phone after it rings the number 
of times set in the rings-to-answer setting. (See "Setting 
rings-to-answer" on page 54.) 



Note Roll-over lines can cause problems with the fax accessory's ability to 

receive faxes. Using roll-over lines with this product is not 
recommended. 



Are you using a phone-line splitter? 

Parallel or "T" phone-line splitters should not be used with the fax 
accessory because they can degrade the quality of the phone signal. 

Are you using a surge-protection device? 

A surge-protection device can be used between the wall jack and the 
fax accessory to protect the fax accessory against electrical power 
passed through the phone lines. These devices can cause some fax 
communication problems by degrading the quality of the phone 
signal. If you are having problems sending or receiving faxes and are 
using one of these devices, connect the fax accessory directly to the 
phone jack on the wall to determine whether the problem is with the 
surge-protection device. 

Are you using a phone company 
voice-messaging service or an 
answering machine? 

If the rings-to-answer setting for the messaging service is lower than 
the rings-to-answer setting for the fax accessory, the messaging 
service answers the call, and the fax accessory is not able to receive 
faxes. If the rings-to-answer setting for the fax accessory is lower than 
that of the messaging service, the fax accessory answers all calls, 
and no calls are routed to the messaging service. 
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Checking fax accessory status 



If the analog fax accessory does not appear to be functioning, print a 
Fax Accessory Page to check the status. To print this page, complete 
the following steps. 

1 On the control panel, press the Menu button to display the main 
menu. 

2 Touch INFORMATION PAGE to display the information menu. 

3 Touch PRINT CONFIGURATION to print the configuration pages. 

On the Fax Accessory Page of the Information Page, under the 
HARDWARE INFORMATION heading, check the MODEM STATUS. 
The following table identifies the status conditions and possible 
solutions. 



OPERATIONAL / ENABLED 1 - The analog fax accessory is installed

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The LED on the fax accessory illuminates after the MFP starts. This 
LED remains on, but may turn off for a brief period (one second) after 
a fax is sent or received. If the LED fails to illuminate by the time the 
printer is ready, it could indicate a fax accessory malfunction or that 
the fax accessory connector is not properly seated in the formatter fax 
connector, or may have bent pins. 

If the LED fails to illuminate after a few seconds, either the fax card 
is not installed correctly or the fax card has failed and should be 
replaced.

Service settings 

This menu contains selections that can help with troubleshooting if 
the corrective action taken under the Error Codes section is 
unsuccessful. The service settings section is intended for use when 
an HP service representative is assisting the user. The following are 
the descriptions of each of the selections on the menu. 

T.30 Trace: The T.30 trace is a printed report which produces a 
record of all the communications between the sending and receiving 
fax machines for the last Fax transmission or reception. The report 
has many technical details which are usually beyond the scope of 
most users. However the report contains detailed error codes and 
other information that may be useful in troubleshooting a particular 
problem related to sending or receiving a FAX. The report contents 
may be requested by an HP service representative when trying to 
determine the cause of a problem and will help to determine the 
appropriate action. (For error code information, see "Error codes" on 
page 78.) 
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Restore Default Telecom Settings: This selection resets any 
modification made under the Transmit Signal Loss selection (see next 
paragraph) and should only be used at the direction of an HP service 
representative. 

Transmit Signal Loss: This selection compensates for phone line 
signal loss. It is not recommended to modify this setting unless 
requested to do so by an HP service representative as it may render 
the fax inoperable. 

V.34: This setting has two values (Normal and Off) that control the 
modem's baud rate. The Normal setting allows the modem to select 
(negotiate with the other modem) any of the supported baud rates up 
to 33,600 bps. The Off setting sets the baud rate to 14,400 bps. This 
setting remains set, until changed. 

Maximum baud rate: This setting is similar to V.34 but provides a list 
of baud rates to select for operation. If the fax is having 
communication errors, use this setting to select slower baud rates to 
determine if the communication error is caused by the phone line. 
Once this setting is set, it remains set until changed. 

Speaker mode: This service setting has two modes, Normal and 
Diagnostic. In Normal mode, the modem speaker is turned on during 
dialing through the initial connection and then shuts off. For 
Diagnostic mode, the speaker is turned on and remains on for all fax 
communications until the setting is returned to Normal. 

Firmware upgrades 

The firmware on the HP LaserJet MFP Analog Fax Accessory 300 
can be updated. Fax firmware updates will occur as part of an overall 
MFP firmware update. For additional information on MFP firmware 
updates, refer to MFP service documentation. 



Note To update the fax firmware, go to the MFP Web site and download the 

MFP firmware. The fax firmware updates are a part of the MFP firmware 
updates.
